lie was invited by the professors in 
Yandcihilt Pniversity lo go thither 
and see what he could do with their 
six -inch telescope. In the course 

of the following four years he dis- 
covered six comets, 
lie was next engaged by ihe 

Observatory in California. With 

the aid of i ii.it magnificent thirty- 
Inch refracting telescope, the 

largest ever made, he discovered 
eight comets, and last summer 
astonished I he world by discovor- 
he fifth satellite of Jupiter.

There is a great deal of virtue in 
the old-fashioned remedies of our 
grandmothers, the herb teas and 
poultices they relied upon when the 

country was new and there was a 

dearth of doctors. The doctor of 
those days was a holy terror, any- 
way, with his lancet, his calomel 
and blue pills, and it is hardly to be 

wondered at that the mlldar meas 
ares of these kind old dames were 
often more efficacious than t hese\ ere 

methods of ihe accredited disciples 
of BsculapiUB. Nowadays, we 
quite understand that nursing is as 
vital an aid to the recovery of the 
sick as is medicine; indeed, could 
but om v agent be employed it is 
likely the good nurse and her 
simple palliatives would score more 
victories than the doctor. 

Yet, what a lot of people send bli- 
the doctor for the Slightest cause! 
That's how the thousands who grad- 
uate from our universities and me- 
dical colleges every year, manage to 

make a living and also explain 
how some people manage to keep 
poor all Iheir liv < 

One of the most helpful agents in 
I he allev ial ion of pain and the cure 
of pneumonia. Inflammatory disease 
and all kinds of gast re-intestinal 
os, is a llax seed poultice. 
Every house ought lo ha\ 

package of flax seed meal in readi- 
ness for sudden illness, and every 
woman OUghl to know how to make 
a poultice in the best manner. 

Make ready, in the flrsl place, a 
couple of strips «d' cloth large en- 
ough when doubled to cover the 
Chest or bowels. Also ha\ 

piece of flannel, or plenty of cotton 
batting batting is best because it 
is lightest on hand. T: ke a pint 
of the meal and stir in warm water 
enough to saturate It ; let it heat up 



on the stove till it is as hot as your 
linger tells can be home. Re- 
member that yolir fingers will stand 
more heat than other -parts of the 
body. Spread this evenly on half 
of one ol the strips of oloih, about 
a quarter of an Inch thick, folu the 
other half over it; with a large 
needle and coarse t hrentf catch hot h 
parts together round Ihe edges, and 
it is readv to apply. As soon as it 
is in place, cover with the wanned 
cotton or flannel, which should be 
large enough lo extend considorably; 
beyond the poultice, to keep in the 
warmth. Such a poultice should 
be good for two and a half or three 
hours. 

Don't make a poultice so wet 
that the moisture drips; thai is ex- 
tremely uncomfortable to the 
patient. A well made flax-seed 
poultice is a most excellent re- 
remedial agent and always to be 
relied upon.
